The resources of out county are 
almost inexhaustable and there is 
every reason, why one should be 
prosperous. Instead of our farmers 
having to import hay, coru, oats, 
potatoes, etc from other places they 
should be raising them to sell. 
Much of our soil i^ adapted to the 
raising of cereals while/ other parts 
are adapted to the raising of tobac- 
co, vegetables, lruits of various 
kinds and more e^>ecially small 
fruits. While the people of other 
states, and even ol other sections 
of this state all making fortunes 
from strawberries and vineyards 
lrom exactly the same kind of soil, 
we let it grow up in sedge grass 
and saw briers, or remain uncleared 
not bringing in an income of per 
haps fifty cents per acre. There is 
no use lor this state of affairs, but 
on the contrary we should have 
vineyards dotting our farms from 
one side of the county to the other, 
adorning our hill sides in the way 
that can only be done by the rich 
foiliage and clustering bunches of 
grapes of well kept vineyards, 
besides filling our coffers with 
shekels. In our sister vounty of 
Pulaski, there is sometimes as 
much as one hundred dollais clear- 
ed on one acre, of strawberries, and 
why can’t we do it? And why not 
some of our enterprising citizens 
start a canniug factory that our 
farmers can have a market at home 
for tomatoes, berries etc? It will 
undoubtedly pay, who are going to 
be the lucky men? And we yet 
have an abundance of timber, 
while a great deal has been con 
sumed in different ways. We have 
a goodly number of saw mills, plan- 
s and stone mills. The 



The Kentucky Telephone Assoc- 
iatoin held a meeting in Winchester 
Thursday June 7 and elected the 
following officers: David Pruitt of 

Winchester, president; A. H. Bastiu 
of Lancaster, vice-president; W. W. 
Longmoor of Frankfort, treasurer; 
James Maret of Mt. Vernon, Secre- 
tary; R. V. Bishop, Cynthiana, 
D. I.. Pendleton, Winchester and 
J. M. Baldwin Richmond were 
elected members of the executive 
committee. The objects of the as- 
sociation a*-e for the mutual pro- 
tection and connection of all local 
telephone exchanges and toll line 
companies in Kentucky and eu- 
deavor to bring about a system of 
toil line connections with other 
states the question of connecting all 
exchanges by metalic circuit, with- 
out any phones being placed be- 
tween, was discussed and endorsed. 
Arrangements were made to con- 
nect the central and northern 
counties in the state by metalic 
circuits, and this work will be car' 
ried out this year. The lines ot 
the independent companies will be 
pushed towards Louisville, Cincin-

naii, Portsmouth, Knoxville and 
other large cities on or near the 
borders ol the state. Uniform toll 
rates and metalic circuits on all lines 
will be insisted upon, and a mutual 
intercharge of business will be 
made, while the companies will 
still retain their present status of 
independence. A Lincoln county 
man, A. H. Aastin and a Garrard 
boy, James Maiet, who played 
around Paint Lick depot way back 
in 69 when the big eclipse occured 
were the prime moveis in originat- 
ing this association; the idea which 
they began working upon as far 
back as March 1898 when they only 
had a line from Stanford to Mt. 
Vernon. It was a hard fight to get 
other companies to see and under- 
stand things as they saw them but 
after constant and untiring work of 
more than two years they have per- 
fected an organization that will not 
only be a benefit to the citizens of 
the state but will redound to the in- 
terests of these two iudefatiguable 
workers and far sighted business 
men. The companies now banded 
together are the wealthiest and 
most influential in the state and 
their combined capital amount to 
$500,000 and much more is being 
added to the business daily all of 
which will tend to improve and ex- 
tend the independent system in all 
Kentucky.
